WINLOOK, Wash,, Dee. 0.—According
to examination of physicians Marshal
MoFadden, who was shot by yeggmen
this morning, will recover unless blood-
polsoning sets in. Nothing haa beon dis-
covered to Identify the two men killed
by the pose. They rogistered at the
hotel as Albert and George Savole. From
the fact that a kit of burglar's tools and
olher dneriminating articles being found
it Is beljeved they were professional
robbors. A third man who was helievel
to be a member of the gang cannot be
located. The Savole brothers wire taken
to Chohalis this afternoon for burial in
the county cometery. MeFadden former-
ly lived at Dellingham.

WINLOOK, Wash,, Dee. 8—Night Mar-
ahal B, E. McFadden was shot this morn:
ing in the attempted arrest of two young
men holleved to be guilty of two burg-
larios committed here last night, Doth
the young men were shot and killed by
a cithens’ posse within an hour of the
shooting of MeFadden.

Tho men killal had been seen about
town yesterday and were regarded an
suspiclous charactern,  They rogistered
at the Keithly Hotel as Albert and

ecorge Savole, They wore pointed out to

y Marshal J, P, Castator as they
\\-r;‘o walking down the track toward
the Capital Mills, opposite the corner of
Shannon and Pront streets, Castator
oromsed over to the travk and demanded
that they permit him to search the
bundle they oarried.

The marshal then deputized Willlam
Reddy and Constable McoFadden to hold
the man while he searched them. While
he was going through the package they
carried thoy started to run South toward
Oloqua Creek. McFadden sprang after
them, but Reddy let his man go.

When the pursued had nearly reached
the bank of the creek one of them turnid
and fired twice at MeFadden, Both sbots
took effoct, one passing through the
chost above the heart and the other en-
tering the left shoulder and lodging
the back.

As MoFadden sank to the ground A.
N, Cheney, of the Winlook Bank, who
with a number of men had rushed to
the track, opened fire on the fugitives,
The man with the gun turmed € on
Oheney, firing thiee ghots, none of which
took effect.

The two Savolos then disappeared in
the brush along the bank of the ereek,
The party on the track at onée ran to
Sohaefer's hardware store on the corner,
seoured guns and went in pursnit, Taeir
numbers werv speedily augmented by
-others who heard the shooting and who
procurel guns and joined the chase.
Nearly every avaflable firearm in Win-
Jock was borne by hands bent on revenge.

The pursuers spread over the hill back
of the oreek, and while one party beat
down from the crest of the hill another
advanced across the creek. Ome of the
fugitives was soen in the brush near the
areol by George Rhodes, of the Rochdale
«Company, and L H. Oarter, of Toledo,

Wash, DBoth men opened fire, Three
shote werp exchanged before the man In
the brush fell. Firlng then ceasdd, and
the party hurried to the scene,

Therw both the Suvolos were found
Iying side by side, One had been shot
through the heart and the other in the
atomaoh, It is thought by some that one
of the dead men committed sulchle, for
& single ahot was heard jn the vieinity
of the two men after the firing had
oonsed.
